Messrs Henry “tton ‘and Henry Hurst 
Holland, two mombers .of the Board of 
Customs in England, sre entitled to the 
gratitude ofall tariff etudents by producing, 

despite great difficulties in. the scarcity of 
ancient -departmental- records, that Jong 

desired’ work, a popular history of the 
British onstums from the earliest times to 
the year 1800. 

They have not attempted to produce a 
masterpiece, of antiquarian lore, but to do 
that which is porhaps equally difficult, viz, 


“|to eee the resulta of researclnin logical 


sequence and then relate them briofly but 
succinctly, 

The older:English revenue historians; 
while admitting their inability to furnish 
exact information_as_to_the-most ancient 
forms’ ‘of ‘English: customs, were unnni: 
mously of opinion that impositions upon 
maritime commerce had existed from time 
immemorial, and ccrtainly it is quite evi- 
dent that customs taxation must tiave been 
coeval with the earliest oversea traitic, for 
the maintenahico of such traffic must have 
depended on royal protection, and it is 
certain that the protectors would be re- 
warded by tribute, * 

Our authors show that the truo history 
of the customs must of necessity be the 
obituary notico of prerogative. They detail 
how the civil list, at first the provision for 
all the national expenditures (nary, army 
and civil service), dwindled slowly, into little 
more than the privy purse—the King’s 
‘‘eustomary” privileges shrinking and 
vanishing under the assaults of Parliament 
—the King's ‘‘customers” gradually be- 
coming the sérvants of the nation, and the 
popular attitude toward the revenuo official 
undergoing corresponding modifications. 
Ounce the bugboar of the-public, in the ond 
he decomes its trusted guardian and provi- 
der, collecting the national dues with as 
little trouble’ to the payors as possible 
and in many instances rendering valuable 
assistance to-merchants ond shipowners. 

The medieval customs. officer - was 
exempt from practical customs control. 


‘}The great officials (often sinceurists), 


who were appointed by royal patent, were 
responsible only, to the King’s Treasurer 
and to tho Barons of the Exchenuer. 
Parliament occasionally thought fit to in- 
tervene by the oumbrous imcthod of legis- 
lation ; but there is uo great reason for be- 
lieving that the medisyal customs oficors 
were more immoral then the ‘average men 
of the period, ‘The issue of various se¢- 
straining statutes does not” negessarily 
prove that they s)stematically abused 
their powers, but rather that Parliament 
took advantago. of derelictions to assert it- 
self in the only way possible. . The of]- 
dence for thé prosecution |has come down 
tous; we know Lut little of the evidence. 
hor the defence. It is havil to learn -how 
the Barons cf the Exchequer “exerted 
themeclyes tu. enforce discipline, but 
there is no doubt that they exorcised .a 
rigid scrutiny at the periodienl days of 
“| payment.” . 

A more, direct responsibility was nado 
by the Long Parliament, but their system

been adequste, for blame could easily bo 
shifted to the shoulders of a previous com- 
mittec. A more satisfactory incthod was 
introduced after the Restoration, | A per. 
manent Custéms Board was instiguted, and 
thenceforward for any sins of omission or 
comission specitie persdns could be-—and 
were— pilloried.

Tapanere Consulate-General at Hongkong :

turbing the manufacturing activities of the 
country, Nor is thore ‘sufliciont time in 
which to prepare the exhibition grounds, 
to. erect the exhibition buildings, or to 
make the necessary arfangements for tho 
suitable accommodation’ and. convonience 
of vaitors: In theso circumstances: ib 
was .decmed. best to make the inevitable 
Postponement at. this..time, rather than 
delay. action until an adjournment would 
canse. inconvenienco _and_ he _prajudicial 
to rights nnd interests: Again the 
Japaness. Government following a. very 
commendable custom, desire that the pro- 
jécted exhibition may be commemorative 
of a very auspicious event in their history.
